In some of these the Roose- 
velt men had acquiesced, in others 
they had mustered a vote ranging 
from 11 to 17 against the Taft de-

CORDOVA (Alaska) June 11.—Al- 
though five days have passed since 
the Katmai volcano burst forth in 
eruption, there has been little relief 
here from the volcanic smoke and ash 
which hang low over the mountains.

ple on the street. Before the cause 
of the burns was realized many per- 
sons received painful burns in the

Analysis of the drinking wa- 
ter today showed t it contained 
sulphuric acid and physicians have 
directed the householders to use lime 
water as a counter agent. 

Telephonic reports from Katalla 
said similar conditions prevailed 
there.

IS SQUELCHED. 


JUDGE SAYS HE WON'T ALLOW 
SPECTACULAR PLAY. 


“Scotty's” Attorney Given Day to 
Produce Him in Court ead Tell 
Became of Twenty-five

Walter Scott, the Death Valley 
mystery, sang a refrain in Judge 
Craig’s court yesterday: “I ain't. got 
no books in my business,’ it ran.

pany for “secret claims.” The ex- 
amination developed alo lines 
afterward indicated by Attorney Sweet 


to the court, that the alleged sale was 
a designon Scotty's part te maintain a 
spectacular role, 

Sweet represents Dr. C. W. Lawton, 
who has obtained a judgment of $1200 
against Scott for having attended the 
latter’s brother after he was wounded 
at Wingate Pass. Sweet said to the 
court that apparently the company 
would like to represent itself to the 
public as a corporation holding some 
great secret which has been learned 
by Seott. 

would infer from proceed- 
ing,” he said, “that it can rightly be 
understood such an understanding has 
been entered into, so as to evade this 
examination and the necessity of di- 
vulging this secret.” 

Sweet further declared he under- 
stands Scott will be permitted to draw 
certain sums of money as the stock 
of the company is sold, and the only 
stock in trade is this alleged secret or 
hidden wealth. 

“If Mr. Scott received $25,000, it fs 
unreasonable to suppose that he has 
got rid of it since June 1. In expres- 
‘sive slang, he ts trying to put one over 
on the court as well as myself,” de- 
clared Sweet, 

He asked for an order of the court 
compelling Scott to pay the judgment, 
declaring hit opinion that the court 
did not believe Scott's story. 

Attorney Herald, counsel for Scott, 
said he did not know what the court 
could do with Scott. He declared he 
did not sell anything to the company 
and owns nothing, except he held for 
a time, ten shares out of the 2,500,000 
fesvued. The only thing the company 
apparently got, was a quit claim deed. 
Hie asked a continuance for thirty 
days, hoping in that time to extract 
information from his client. 

Judge Craig was inclined to agree 
with Sweet's view of the matter and 
had said a dozen words when Scott got 
up and walked to the witness chair. 
he remarked, 
cupping a hand to his ear. 

“You will take your geat,” the court 
ordered. “This spectacular play is ap- 
parent to me, but it won't go in this 
court. We must get at the truth in 
his matter.”

FRASER PIER TOO WIDE. 

According to notification and maps 
served today upon A. R. Fraser by 
the officers of the Great Western Pier 
and Amusement Company, a heroic 
surgical operation will have to be per- 
formed upon the Fraser concrete pier.
